The government is not divided 
into legislative and executive branch- 
es, as is common in most American 
cities. The executive and legislative 
officers are the same. There are a 
mayor and four councilmen, each of 
whom is the head of an executive de- 
partment. That which 
the mayor 


controls is called the department of 
public affairs. The mayor and council- 
men meet together as a legislature 
and pass ordinances. The will of any 
three prevails. The mayor receives 
$3.500 a year, and each of the council- 
men $3,000. It is maintained by the 
supporters of the law that the salaries 
are large enough to attract capable 
citizens to offlce.

legislative power is vested 
in

elected officers, they are kept from dis 
regarding the popular will by a pro 
vision which compels them either t 
pass any ordinance submitted to them 
by a petition signed by a certain pro 
portion of the voters, or to submit i 
to the general public at a special elec 
tion.

world. The great volumes of black 
smoke marking the centers of activity 
below her contrast strangely with the 
white clouds sailing over her head. To 
the sage's question, "Why so hot, little 
man?" she must add, "Why so dirty?" 
But her criticism Is checked by the 
thought that she, the critic, is herself 
an atom In this vast surge of human 
life; and if some impatient force were

Des Moines, la., has been governed 


under a new system since early in 
April. The government is not divided 
into legislative and executive branch- 
es, as is common in most American 
cities. The executive and legislative 
officers are the same. There are a 
mayor and four eouncilmen, each of 
whom is the head of an executive de- 
partment. That which the mayor 
controls is called the department of 
public affairs. The mayor and council- 
men meet together as a legislature 
and pass ordinances. The will of any 
three prevails. The mayor receives 
(3,500 a year, and each of the council- 
men $3,000. It is maintained by the 
supporters of the law that the salaries 
are large enough to attract 
capable 


citizens to offlce. 
While considerable 


legislative power is vested 
In 
the 


elected officers, they are kept from dis- 
regarding the popular will by a pro- 
vision which compels them either to 
>ass any ordinance submitted to them 
by a petition signed by a certain pro- 
portion of the voters, or to submit it 
o the general public at a special elec- 
tion. A slightly different system of 
city government has been in operation 
n Texas In the cities of Galveston, 
Houston, Dallas 
and Fort Worth, 


where it is said public affairs are now 
nanaged honestly, even If there has 
been no gain in economy. 


An American delegate to the inter- 


national congress of 
architecture 


which met in Vienna made a speech in 
which he told his hearers that as air- 
ships were a thing of the near future 
t followed that people would gradual- 
y come to beautifying the roofs of 
heir houses as well as. the fronts, in 
order that a good impression may be 
made on aerial travelers. This devel- 
opment is probably some distance in 
he future. Before its arrival the ne- 
cessity of protecting roofs from air- 
hips tbat may fall on them will be 
ikely to come.

It has simply a waxliKe re- 
ceptive capacity and 
absolutely • no 


sense of selection. 
If il heard good 


songs and refined speeches it would 
undoubtedly repeat them, but as its 
associates are for the most part vul- 
gar it is small wonder that with its 
remarkable imitative faculty it should 
pick up many words, pllrases, ideas, 
and leit motiven that are objection- 
able. The fault is not with the pho- 
nograph; it lies with you, and it is to 
me 
inexpressibly droll to see you 


shielding Theodore irom those pesti- 
lent fellows.
